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Such  was  my  pledge  to  the 
Trustees  who  appointed  me- 
and  it  looks  as  good  to  me  now 
as  on  that  rather  dull  English 
October  evening  in  1994  when 
first  it  ran  from  my  pen! 

The  task  of  leading  a  school 
like  Saltus  has  lived  up  to  the 
exciting  challenge  which  I  ex- 
pected! It  is  a  school  of  many 
fine  qualities  and  of  long  tradi- 
tion, and  is  constantly  full  of 
surprises.  The  first  to  greet  my 
wife  and  me  was,  of  course. 
Hurricane  Felix,  an  initiation 
which  coincided  with  the  ar- 
rival of  our  furniture  (and  the 
immediate  departure  of  both 
customs  officer  and  the  re- 
moval team!).  But  the  warmth 
of  the  welcome  from  Trustees, 

Earents,  students  and  col- 
;agues  was  greater  still. 

Since  then,  much  has  been 
achieved  by  the  Saltus  family. 
The  busy  annual  round  of 
school  activity  has  encom- 
passed many  impressive  exam- 
ples of  student  and  staff  talent 
and  initiative-some  captured  in 
the  pages  which  follow  here.  I 
have  no  doubt  whatever  of  the 
quality  of  much  that  1  am  privi- 
leged to  see-the  eager  buzz  of 
purposeful  activity  in  many 
classrooms,  the  outstanding 
quality  of  much  of  our  dra- 
matic productions,  the  genuine 
enthusiasm  of  our  young 
sports  women  and  men,  or  mu- 
sicians, and  the  sheer  joy  on 
young  faces  at  the  Cavendish 
Carol  Concert  or  Sports  Day! 

This  is  the  bedrock  of  our  suc- 
cess: talented  teachers  with 
motivated  students. 

But  Saltus  is  also  a  school  "on 
the  move".  Never  perhaps 
have  we  been  so  clear  about 
the  things  to  which  we  aspire.

It  states  our  fundamental 
assumptions-among  them  the 
commitment  to  constant  im- 
provement, and  our  account- 
ability to  the  students  and  their 
parents  whom,  to  the  best  of 
our  professional  ability,  we 
serve. 

Our  popularity-seen  in  rising 
student  enrollments-is  at 
record  levels.  The  940  students 
returning  in  September  to  our 
three  schools  will  benefit  from 
some  newly  decorated  build- 
ings, brighter  furniture,  a  first- 
class  new  Saltus  Graduate  Year 
facility  and  programme  (itself 
with  record  enrollment)  a  new 
student  council,  more  teachers 
(especially  in  the  areas  of  com- 
puting, mathematics,  English, 
languages  and  learning  sup- 
port), new  computer  equip- 
ment, and  re-furbished  assem- 
bly halls.  Senior  school  stu- 
dents will  also  benefit  from 
smaller  house  tutor  groups,  a 
new  careers  programme  and  a 
wealth  of  new  opportunity  in 
house  drama,  debate  and  musi- 
cal activity.  Their  teachers,  with 
responsibilities  newly  clarified 
in  job  descriptions,  will  also 
benefit  from  organized  staff 
training  and  development.

The  scene  was  one  of  excited  expectancy,  and  yet  also 
the  sound  of  silence,  as  five  lines  of  students,  smartly 
dressed  in  their  Saltus  uniforms,  stood  on  the  sidewalk 
of  the  arrivals  area  of  Baltimore  Airport.  The  silence  was

Whilst  most  students  will,  in  fact,  be  go- 
ing to  Canada,  and  I  am  certain  that  the  success  of  what  has  now  become  an  expected 
annual  trip  to  visit  Canadian  universities  played  no  small  part  in  their  decision,  it  is 
nevertheless  very  gratifying  to  note  that  Saltus  representation  at  US  Ivy  League 
schools  will  continue  with  Stephen  Fahy  accepted  into  Yale  and  Kevin  Dallas  into 
Brown.  It  is  also  a  reflection  of  the  strength  of  our  Programme  that  several  students 
have  received  generous  scholarship  offers  from  various  institutions.  We  naturally 
wish  all  of  those  entering  higher  education  every  success  and  are  confident  that  they 
will  build  upon  the  solid  foundation  which  the  Post-Graduate  Year  has  provided. 

The  accomplishments  of  PGY  students  already  fill  the  pages  of  this  yearbook  and  it  is 
sufficient  for  me  here  simply  to  mention  some  of  their  more  significant  achievements. 
At  the  1996  Teen  Conference,  Stephen  Fahy  received  the  award  for  outstanding  aca- 
demic attainment  among  male  students,  whilst  Samantha  Adams  won  for  outstand- 
ing sportsperson  in  the  female  category.  In  "Dracula  Spectacula",  Daniel  Frith  and 
Jennie  Campbell-both  of  whom  will  be  honing  their  performance  skills  in  higher  edu- 
cation next  year-took  leading  roles,  ably  supported  by  a  chorus  which  included  sev- 
eral PGY  girls.  In  inter-school  sports,  PGY  representation  was  evident  in  a  variety  of 
activities  and  formed  the  backbone  of  many  senior  teams.  Numerous  students  went 
on  to  compete  at  'All-Star'  level,  with  some  representing  Bermuda  in  international 
competition.  At  the  time  of  writing,  Stephen  Fahy  has  one  final  opportunity  to  qual- 
ify for  the  Atlanta  Olympics  which  would  be  a  fitting  end  to  his  fine  year.  Perhaps 
the  highpoint  of  the  year  for  most  students  would  be  'Catch  the  Vibe",  Fashion  '96, 
which  was  an  undoubted  success.  Although  much  of  the  credit  for  this  must  go  to 
Mrs.  Barbara  Frith,  it  was  pleasing  to  see  the  students  pulling  together  to  create  a  pro- 
duction which  was  once  again  not  only  a  great  advertisement  for  the  school  but  also 
a  valuable  learning  experience  for  themselves.  The  list  could  go  on- Youth  Parliament, 
Debating,  Young  Life,  Queen's  Birthday  Ball,  etc.-suffice  to  say  that  the  contribution 
of  PGY  students  to  the  school  and  local  communities  has  been  both  meaningful  and 
extensive.  Plans  are  now  well  underway  to  complete  the  year  upon  a  high  note  with 
Graduation  at  the  Hamilton  Princess  when  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  Lord  Wad- 
dington  will  be  the  guest  speaker. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  on  behalf  of  the  students  all  of  the  staff-administra- 
tive, teaching  and  secretarial-for  everything  they  have  done  to  ensure  the  smooth- 
running  of  the  Programme.  In  particular,  my  special  thanks  go  to  Mrs.  Christina 
Wrigley  for  her  invaluable  assistance  and  support.

Leigh- Anne  Goes  To 
Florida 


In  1989,  Dr.  Robert  Ballard  discovered  the 
R.M.S.  Titanic.  After  receiving  thousands  of 

letters  from  students  around  the  world,  he  founded  the  Jason  Project,  that  got  its  name  from  the  Greek  hero  Jason.  Jason  and  his 
crew  the  Argonauts  were  marine  explorers  as  was  Dr.  Ballard  so  he  identified  with  them.  He  named  the  Jason  Project  after  Jason 
and  the  students  and  teachers  who  participated  on-site,  the  Argonauts. 

This  year's  expedition.  Changing  to  An  Adapting  Sea,  was  based  in  firstly,  the  Everglades,  and  secondly.  Key  Largo,  Florida.  I  was 
based  in  Key  Largo  and  involved  in  the  study  of  marine  life  and  coral. 

Since  1989,  over  2  million  students  and  teachers  have  joined  him  and  his  co-workers  on  seven  land  and  water  based  expeditions. 
With  the  help  of  telepresence,  real-time  video  transmissions  communicate  the  experience  of  actuaOy  being  present  at  the  site.  The 
mission  is  to  stimulate  students,  to  make  them  want  to  get  involved  in  science,  and  what  a  good  way!  By  watching  the  live  pro- 
ductions children  are  motivated  into  science  and  technology,  and  teachers  are  provided  with  professional  development.  The  Jason 
Project  shows  live  interactive  broadcast  from  exciting  places  around  the  world.  This  is  done  through  the  use  or  robotics,  fiber  op 
tics,  T.V.  production,  computer  science,  mechanical  and  electrical  engineering  and  satellite  communications. 
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The  broadcasts  are  shown  live  in  PIN  (primary  interactive  network)  sites  all  over  the  world.  In  Scotland,  one  group  of  student 
saw  the  live  broadcasts  at  nine  o'clock  at  night.  Where  we  were  broadcasting  it  was  only  five.  In  the  classrooms,  there  is  also  back 
ground  work  done  on  the  Project,  which  promotes  partnership  and  team-building  skills  among  schools,  students  and  teachers 

Apart  from  the  broadcast,  we  had  to  help  analyze  the  data  received  from  the  S4's  which  were  buoy  like  structures  containing  little 
computers.  These  computers  measured  factors  such  as  current  speed,  direction,  salinity,  temperature,  and  more.  Our  job  was  to 
look  at  the  readings  of  which  there  were  fifteen  an  hour,  and  record  the  results.  There  were  four  S4's  and  we  sure  did  have  our 
work  cut  out  for  us.  Also  we  had  to  look  under  microscopes  and  count  how  much  food  specific  corals  ate.  Last  but  not  least  we 
had  to  help  Dr.  Wellington  collect  his  light  data,  or  to  be  more  exact,  photosynthetic  active  radiation  measurements.  We  were  tak 
ing  Quantum  light  measurements  and  plotting  them  on  graphs  recording  any  inconsistencies. 

Throughout  the  Project  we  recorded  our  days  happenings  in  Journals  on  the  internet,  for  what  turned  out  as  hundreds  of  thou 
sands  of  people  to  see.  Overall  it  was  a  great  experience  and  I  think  that  all  the  hard  work,  early  mornings  and  annoying  camera 
men  paid  off.  It  was  one  of  the  greatest  educational  experiences  of  life  and  one  I  would  suggest  to  anyone.  It  gives  a  broader  view 
to  life  and  careers.  I  met  many  new  people  and  met  many  new  friends.  If  I  could  do  it  again  I  would,  in  fact  next  year  they  are 
hoping  to  take  a  previous  argonaut  to  Iceland.

I  have  always  been  interested  in  Biology  and  when  informe( 
about  a  Natural  History/Junior  Volunteer  Programme  I  jumpet 
at  the  chance  and  have  never  regretted  it.  On  the  last  Thursda 
of  every  month  the  Junior  Volunteers  get  together  and  lean 
more  about  the  natural  world  and  the  flora  and  fauna  in  it.  Ever 
Sunday  we  volunteer  our  time  (8.30-5.00)  helping  out  and  learn 
ing  what  is  needed  to  run  B.A.M.Z.  (Bermuda  Aquarium  MiJ  ff^j 
seum  and  Zoo).  We  learned  about  tank  work,  maintaining  exhih 
its  and  animal  husbandry. 


The  most  important  thing  that  I  have  learnt  is  that  human  life  i 
supported  by  a  very  delicate  ecosystem  and  that  we  must  lean 
to  take  better  care  of  our  environment  ...  or  human  life  as  W' 
know  it  will  be  severely  threatened.
